Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Victor teaches the 
thermoplastic block copolymers as optional. Although Victor teaches the thermoplastic block copolymer as optional, Victor still teaches the 
block copolymer in amounts of 0 to 50%. Therefore, Victor teaches using a a thermoplastic block copolymer in the composition. Applicant 
argues that Victor does not teach which two different elastomeric materials should be used nor any advantages of using such material. 
Victor teaches a material (E) comprising an elastomeric block polymer having at least one unit of (A-B-A). Victor does not necessarily 
have to show advantages of using the thermoplastic, only that the thermoplastic is in the composition. Applicant argues that Victor does 
not teach any motivation to use a mixed l/B midblock and produce the superior results exemplified in the application. In column 8, lines 1- 
25, Victor teaches varying A and B in the general formula A-B-A. Component B may be 2 or more different elastomeric materials in the B 
block to achieve the features of the photopolymerizable composition. The B block components may comprise isoprene and butadiene (see 
col. 7, lines 51-65). Applicant argues that Chen does not teach mixing isoprene and butadiene in a midblock of a block copolymer. Chen 
teaches the A-B-A formula for block copolymers. Chen also teaches that the B block (midblock) may comprise aliphatic conjugated 
diolefins (col. 4, line 30). Chen also refers to Holden for specific diolefins. Therefore Holden is relied upon to show elastomeric midblock 
comprising mixtures of isoprene and butadiene. In lines 32-36 of column 4, Holden teaches that isoprene and butadiene may be in the 
midblock. Further, Holden teaches using more than one (mixtures) of the elastomeric material in lines 15-20 of column 4. Therefore, the 
rejection is maintained. 
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
